EXTRACT   FROM   THE   REGULATIONS  OP  THE   NAVAL  ACADEMY. 

Sec.  9.  The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  will,  when  expedient,  annually  invite  not  less  than  seven 
persons,  such  as  he  may  judge  well  qualified,  to  attend  at  the  Academy  during  the  June  exami- 
nation  as  a  Board  of  Visitors,  for  the  purpose  of  witnessing  the  examination  of  the  several 
Classes,  and  of  examining  into  the  state  of  the  police,  discipline,  and  general  management  of 
the  institution,  the  result  of  which  examination  they  will  report  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy. 

Note. — No  provision  by  appropriation  having  been  made  for  a  Board  of  Tisitors,  as  contem- 
plated by  the  above  regulation,  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  ordered  a  Board  of  Officers,  as  usual.
